City’s Response to 311 Homeless Calls Under Fire 





The Healthy Streets Operation Center is meant to be a collaboration between city agencies to address homeless camps — but thus far, 
Public Works and SFPD have taken the lead.

“They’ve thrown away seven 
tents of mine,” said a homeless man 
named Todd, as Department of Public 
Works employees and San Francisco Po- 
lice Department officers loaded a city 
truck full of his belongings. “Te spent 
literally over 40 hours at the Public 
Works yard trying to get my stuff back. 
They’ve taken everything I own — thou- 
sands of dollars in Snap-on tools. There’s 
never anything [in the Public Works 
yard]. They say, ‘Oh, someone robbed the 
yard, or something, There’s always some 
excuse why they don’t have my stuff. 
They keep it all themselves, they trade it 
amongst themselves.” 

At a Local Homeless Coordinating 
Board meeting at City Hall on Monday, 
the Coalition on Homelessness played 
a video of Todd explaining his plight, 
as part of a slew of evidence the orga- 
nization pulled together over the past 
few weeks. Their intent was to prove 
to the Board — which was created to 
advise the Department of Homeless- 
ness and Supportive Housing — that a 
new command center, created to better 
address complaints from city residents 
about homelessness, had become an 
underhanded tool to police and crimi- 
nalize people living on our streets. 

The Healthy Streets Operation 
Center (HSOC) is meant to be a col- 
laboration between city agencies. 

As thousands of complaints come in 
each month from S.F. residents about 
homeless people, their belongings, and 
their activities, a coordinated effort to 
respond to such issues was lacking. In 
January, a task force — made up of the 
Public Works, SFPD, the Department 
of Homelessness and Supportive Hous- 
ing, and the Department of Public 
Health — was created to respond to 
encampment issues in a comprehen- 
sive manner, offering street cleaning 
services along with medical care and 
shelter beds. The No. 1 goal: “Assist as 
many people as possible by connecting 
them to shelter, services, and housing.” 

It sounds great on paper, but the re- 
ality of HSOC’s operations is quite dif- 
ferent. The majority of the 4,000 com- 
plaints about homelessness filed with 
311 each month are handled by SFPD 
and Public Works, with homeless out- 
reach workers and public health staff 
missing in action. The program has 
no transparency, and what is available 
through 311’s data site is inconclusive 
and inconsistent. Notes for each 311 
case consist of such vague statements 


as “appropriate enforcement action 
has been taken,” “area verified clean,” 
“complete,” done,” “encampment re- 
moved,” or “GOA” (presumably an ab- 
breviation for “gone on arrival”). 

There is also no oversight, and no 
sign that the city plans to provide any. 
At the hearing on Monday, key players 
in HSOC who were invited — Public 
Works Director Mohammed Nuru, 
Mayor London Breed, and Commander 
David Lazar from SFPD — did not 
attend. (Ironically, the latter was said 
to be out of town presenting on the 
“success” of the HSOC to other com- 
munities.) The only representative who 
could speak to HSOC was Sam Dodge, 
the Public Works employee-liaison 
officer for the program. He had to take 
the brunt of heat from the Board; Jeff 
Kositsky, director of the Department 
of Homelessness and Supportive Hous- 
ing, showed up 37 minutes late and 
left early, after receiving a phone call. 

“Until very recently, until HSOC, 99 
percent of [311] calls were dispatched 
to Public Works and guys in trucks,” 
Dodge explained during his presen- 
tation. “They would go and clean, do 
what they could. They were not con- 
necting to Health Department resourc- 
es, they were not connected to Depart- 
ment of Homelessness and Supportive 
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Housing resources. What now is better 
is there are these resources that can be 
drawn upon by the frontline workers. 
That’s an improvement, and that’s 
something that was not there before 
January.” 

But in a 10-minute presentation, 
Jennifer Friedenbach, executive direc- 
tor of the Coalition on Homelessness, 
outlined just some of the informa- 
tion they'd dug up on HSOC, mostly 
through sunshine requests for email 
communications and 311 data. 

“HSOC relies primarily on SFPD 
officers and Public Works workers. We 
see that out on the streets, we see that 
in the reports coming back. The Home- 
less Department has a very minor 
role,” Friedenbach said. 

The data backs this up. HSOC’s 
weekly resolution summaries show 
that SFPD and Public Works handle 
the majority of cases. In the first week 
of July, for example, 1,698 complaints 
came through 311 to HSOC, 1,351 
of which were flagged “encampments 
with people.” Basic cleanup issues 
flagged “human waste” and “loose gar- 
bage” only numbered 117, and yet in 
total, 1,129 of that week’s cases were 
handled by Public Works. 

Based on data and first-hand 
accounts from people living on the

streets, Public Works definitely leads 
the charge in the vast majority of 
these cases. But SFPD isn’t far behind. 
During one sample week in the middle 
of June, when 2,031 cases were sent 
to HSOC, police responded to 342, 
despite only 182 of those cases being 
flagged as incidents where “aggressive 
behavior” was taking place. 

The increased police presence at 
homeless camps has resulted in a 
sharp uptick of 647(e) citations, a 
misdemeanor charge frequently used 
for unlawfully dwelling on a sidewalk. 
Based on preliminary information SF 
Weekly has obtained from the Public 
Defender’s office, the District Attorney 
dropped many of these charges, but of- 
ten after people spent a night in jail. 

“Criminalization of homelessness 
and human rights violations against 
those on the streets have increased 
since HSOC’s initiation,” Frieden- 
bach says. “From our outreach, we 
have been hearing since March from 
those on the streets that the sweeps 
have been relentless, leading to more 
property confiscation and move-along 
orders, which multiple social scien- 
tific studies have now shown lead to 
prolonged homelessness, barriers to 
obtain services and housing, negative 
health outcomes, and increased in- 


equality.” 

As for where the Department of 
Homelessness and Supportive Hous- 
ing is in these calls ... The answer was 
short and sweet. When Kelley Cutler, a 
member of the Board, asked Kositsky 
how many encampment outreach 
workers were employed by the city, his 
answer was ‘three.” With more than 
4,000 calls coming in to HSOC each 
month, the idea that three workers can 
handle a caseload of that magnitude is 
laughable. 

And based on emails between Kos- 
itsky, Public Works Director Moham- 
med Nuru and Police Chief William 
Scott, the Department of Homeless- 
ness doesn’t plan to get ahead of the 
issue. 

“Our goal is no tents or structures 
in the city,” Kositsky wrote in a June 
15 email to Nuru and Scott. “Public 
Works and SFPD will not clear tents 
from areas where there is an Encamp- 
ment Resolution Team effort in prog- 
ress. However, Public Works and SFPD 
can clear areas rapidly when there is 
not a designated resolution in prog- 
ress, especially in the encampments we 
have already cleared. HSH will assist 
in these efforts when we have the 
capacity to do so. If not, Public Works 
and SFPD will still proceed to clear the 
area.” 

The Coalition on Homelessness 
continues to sift through the data they 
sunshined. It’s disorganized, and many 
of the aforementioned “weekly reso- 
lution summaries” from HSOC have 
evolved, with different data points 
being tracked month to month. They’re 
also awaiting data from the Public 
Defender’s Office that could prove 
increased criminalization of San Fran- 
cisco’s homeless residents. 

In the meantime, the Local Home- 
less Coordinating Board has to decide 
on next steps. 

But after the hearing, their view- 
point on HSOC is pretty clear. 

“The sidewalk is for use by the citi- 
zens of San Francisco, to me it doesn’t 
matter if you're walking or lying on 
it,’ Board Chairperson Del Seymour 
said. “I travel to a lot of cities, I don’t 
see none of this. This city has its own 
unique situation, and it’s up to us in 
the room to try to get some remedy to 
change this. A year ago, it wasn't like 
this.”

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Grassroots in Bloom 


Uzuri Pease-Greene, a formerly homeless Bayview native who's been sober for a decade, is running to repre- 
sent the community that lifted her up.

As Uzuri Pease-Greene mulled 
political office last year, three different 
people told her she couldn’t run be- 
cause she lives in public housing. 

Nevertheless, the formerly un- 
housed Bayview native — who also 
struggled with addiction — decided 
to run for supervisor of District 10, 
joining five other hopefuls jockeying 
to replace outgoing Supervisor Malia 
Cohen. Compared to Shamann Wal- 
ton’s $182,000, the $162,000 raised 
by Theo Ellington, or Tony Kelly’s 
$91,000 war chest, Pease-Greene has 
just $4,000 to fund her campaign — 
but she’s OK with that. 

She has neighbors to help pass 
out flyers and put up signs, plus the 
second-place endorsement of the San 
Francisco League of Pissed Off Voters 
and nonprofit Evolve CA. She’s not in 
it for the money, but to show young 
people that it doesn’t matter where 
they live, they too can do something 
positive. 

“Sometimes when they see some- 
one like them doing good, it motivates 
them to do good,” Pease-Greene says. 
“It works hand in hand.” 

After all, this kind of support is 
what’s kept Pease-Greene sober for 10 
years. She struggled with addiction in 
her 20s, leaving her two kids with her 
mother in Chico while she battled the 
illness. In the midst of it all, she man- 
aged to get her name on a wait list for 
public housing. 

For about two years she found 
herself without a home and got by on 
government assistance. Pease-Greene 
says she slept on the sidewalk, in card- 
board boxes, in elevator shafts, door- 
ways, and wherever else she could. 

“You do a lot of hustling,” Pease- 


Greene says. But “I wasn’t robbing 
people, let’s be clear on that one.” 

Pease-Greene had been on the 
waiting list for so long that she 
forgot she was on it, when, seven 
years later, she received the call that 
it was her turn. She chose a complex 
in Potrero Hill in order to stay away 
from people she knew, and worked 
on getting sober. Since 2001, she 
has had stable housing. 

However, it was people on the 
street, she says, including some 
who would sell her drugs, who kept 
asking how many days sober she 
was and encouraged her to keep 
going. She went back to school, 
earning a degree in human service 
management from the University of 
Phoenix. She’s currently finishing 
her Master’s in public administra- 
tion, while she works full-time as 
a community builder for BRIDGE 
Housing. 

“When I see Uzuri, I think of 
strength, resilience, and love,” says 
Rolanda Mitchell Greene, Pease- 
Greene’s stepdaughter. “When she 
overcame her addiction and got in- 
volved in the community, you could 
really see what she had to offer.” 

Pease-Greene now serves on 
the African American Community 
Advisory Committee, where she 
talks through policing issues with 
San Francisco Police Chief Bill Scott, 
and organizes regular barbeques 
and Thanksgiving dinners with off- 
cers to build relationships with the 
neighborhood. She also helped start 
nonprofit C.A.R.E., or Community 
Awareness Resources Entity, with 
her husband Donald Greene to repair 
neighborhood tensions brought on by 
gentrification. 

In 2013, she was recognized for 


DA Gascon Announces He 
Won't Run for Re-Election 


Gascon spent eight years as S.F.’s District Attorney, guiding 


the office through marijuana legalization, a sharp spike in auto 


burglaries, and heightened anti-immigration rhetoric. 


After eight years as District 
Attorney of San Francisco, George 
Gascon announced Tuesday that he 
does not plan to run for re-election 
next November. 


“After two successful elections, 
I began preparation for a third full 
term,’ he said in a statement sent 
out Tuesday afternoon. “Knowing 
full well what is involved in running 
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leading a walking school bus that 
went to the doors of kids living in 
Potrero Hill public housing and led 
them to nearby elementary schools 
on foot. 

Kim Christensen, a Potrero Hill 
neighbor, attests to the bridging of 
divisions Pease-Greene has brought. 
Now her volunteer campaign manag- 
er, Christensen was impressed by her 
authenticity and willingness to step 
up and do grassroots work. 

“When discussing policy, Uzuri 
makes it real. She can talk about how 
it impacts people on the ground,” 
Christensen says, citing an example 
of the proposed cutting of a bus stop. 
“She has a real natural talent for mak- 
ing connections with people.” 

Affordable housing and homeless- 
ness remain Pease-Greene’s priorities, 
as are women’s health care rights and 


a winning campaign, my mother’s 
weakened health weighed heavily 
on my mind. She is 90 years old and 
has much greater needs than when 
I took office. Iam her only child and 


have the responsibility to be there for 


her. At this time, I simply cannot be 
the son I want to be and seek a third 
term.” 

During Gascon’s reign, San Fran- 
cisco’s homicide rate has dropped, 
auto burglaries appear to have been 
reduced, and old marijuana convic- 
tions from before Proposition 64 
passed were overturned.

domestic violence. She is 
determined to have com- 
mittees of constituents to 
keep her in line with their 
needs and wishes — which 
can mean not taking a posi- 
tion until she’s thoroughly 
vetted the policy, even if 

it means giving vague an- 
swers. 

“T think it’s OK for me 
to say I don’t know.’ I think 
that’s a refreshing thing,” 
she says. “You can’t be an 
expert on everything.” 

Proposition C, which 
adds a local gross receipts 
tax on the largest business- 
es to bring in an extra $300 
million annually for home- 
lessness services, and Prop- 
osition 10, which repeals 
Costa-Hawkins to remove 
state restrictions on local 
rent control, are two examples. While 
she’s personally for Prop. C, she’s not 
100 percent certain on the fine print 
for both and doesn’t have an expected 
time to announce a position. 

What she’s sure of is that her time 
in community leadership is far from 
done. Though she didn’t see the deci- 
sion to run for supervisor happening 
years ago, she’s happy to see where 
it leads with or without a seat at the 
Board of Supervisors. 

“It’s a journey that I’m still learn- 
ing about,” Pease-Greene says. “I’m 
still going where my feet are being 
taken.”

Supes Finally 
Reach Consensus 
onProp. 10 


The controversial repeal of a 
Statewide rent control law had 
several local politicians flip- 
flopping back and forth.

After weeks of intense debate, 
the Board of Supervisors finally passed a res- 
olution Tuesday supporting Proposition 10. 
If voters approve that measure in Novem- 
ber, it would repeal the decades-old Cos- 
ta-Hawkins rent control law. The vote 
passed in part because two supervisors — 
Malia Cohen and Ahsha Safai — flip- 
flopped on their previous stances, which had 
previously caused the resolution to fail in a 
Sept. 4 vote. 

Eight votes were needed, and the 
resolution only garnered seven in early 
September, but won nine on Tuesday. Su- 
pervisors Katy Tang and Catherine Stefani 
dissented, and two amendments that had 
been made to the original resolution — to 
eliminate single-family homes and new 
construction from the resolution — were 
vetoed before the final vote took place. 

The resolution is largely symbolic; as 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin noted before 
the vote began, “This is all semantics.” In 
the long run, the Board of Supervisors 
doesn’t have a say in the outcome; Cal- 
ifornia voters do. But if Costa-Hawkins 
is overturned, the city’s legislative body 
would be tasked with developing its own 
set of laws to better address the city’s 
housing crisis. That could mean pushing 
the rent-control date forward, creating a 
rolling system, or instituting vacancy con- 
trols that would limit how much landlords 
could up the rent on units once they're 
vacated. 

Better late than never, though. San 
Francisco joins Berkeley, Beverly Hills, 
Oakland, Santa Monica, and West Holly- 
wood in support of Costa-Hawkins repeal. 





a serious commitment of time and 
energy. 

San Francisco generally loves an 
incumbent, and with Gascon out of 
the November 2019 race, it opens 
the position up to any number of 
candidates. Chief among them will no 
doubt be former Police Commission 
President Suzy Loftus. She pulled 
papers earlier this month, pledging 
to provide transparency during in- 
vestigations of police violence, cycle 
low-level offenders out of a “broken 
system, and address the safety needs 
of the city’s most vulnerable. NS 
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Brown Vetoes 
Compassionate 
Care 


A flurry of bills approved during 
California's 2018 legislative 
session met their fate over the 
weekend. 


There was no rest for Gov. Jerry 
Brown on Sunday. Facing a Sept. 30 dead- 
line to sign or veto bills from the recently 
concluded legislative year, he weighed in 
on no fewer than 20 potential laws con- 
nected to cannabis. 

One of the most substantial victo- 
ries was AB 1793, which will automati- 
cally expunge or re-sentence prior can- 
nabis convictions, expanding on efforts 
already underway in San Francisco and 
Alameda counties. 

In a statement, NORML Executive 
Director Erik Altieri praised AB 1793 as 
“an important and necessary move to 
ensure justice for individuals previously 
criminalized for marijuana offenses in 
California.” The law requires the Cali- 
fornia Department of Justice to review 
conviction records for eligible indi- 
viduals before July 1, 2019. NORML 
estimates that approximately 500,000 


Californians stand to benefit from this 
new law, be it through the dismissal of 
past convictions, having their records 
sealed, or winning a substantial reduc- 
tion of their current sentences. 

Another bill that received Gov. 
Brown's signature is AB 2020. Au- 
thored by Assemblymember Bill Quirk 
(D-Hayward), the new law will allow for 
cities to approve temporary cannabis 
events. Currently, cities can only per- 
mit cannabis sales at special events if 
they took place at county fairgrounds. 

Speaking with SF Weekly, Quirk em- 
phasized how his bill will benefit small 
growers who can now potentially sell 
their crops at local events and better 
compete with large-scale producers. 

“Much like we have great wineries 
in Napa and Sonoma,” he said, “we 
have great cannabis grown locally in 
Mendocino and in other counties in the 
northern part of the state. Now they 
can get their product out there 
and explain why it’s a better 
product. I think that this is 
a way for us to preserve the 
small grower.” 

While hesitant to draw 
any conclusions about how 
AB 2020 might be seen as a 
stepping-stone to cannabis 
sales at mainstream festivals 
like San Francisco’s Outside 
Lands or Napa’s BottleRock, 
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Quirk emphasized that bipartisan 
support was a huge factor in getting his 
bill to Brown’s desk. 

“There are Democrats that don’t 
care for cannabis, and there are Re- 
publicans who think it’s important to 
legalize,” he said. “I got support from 
both parties and opposition from both 
parties. While I would certainly say, as 
a party, that the Democrats are more 
supportive, this bill would not have 
happened without support from Re- 
publicans.” 

In total, Gov. Brown approved 17 
cannabis-related bills, including AB 
2215 (which permits veterinarians to 
discuss cannabis with pet owners), SB 
1295 (which will create a statewide 
equity program similar to ones already 
in place in several Bay Area cities), 
and AB 2914 (which bans cannabis 
licensees from serving alcohol and al- 
coholic-beverage licensees from serving 
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cannabis at their respective, permitted 
establishments). 

Eight other cannabis-related bills 
died by Brown’s pen. 

SB 829 — authored by Sen. Scott 
Wiener (D-San Francisco) — focused 
on Proposition 64’s failure to omit 
compassionate-care programs from 
being taxed at the same rate as retail 
cannabis businesses. In vetoing the 
bill, Gov. Brown noted that providing 
free cannabis “undermines” the intent 
of those who voted for Prop. 64. Given 
that California was the first state to 
legalize medical marijuana with the 
1996 passage of Proposition 215 — a 
ballot measure created in large part to 
aid low-income patients who otherwise 
would not have access to cannabis — 
Brown’s reasoning is sure to anger 
many figures in the industry. 

SB 829 would also have allowed can- 
nabis _ businesses to bring back free 

samples. Currently, companies 
like CannaCraft and Legion 
of Bloom are only able to pro- 
vide non-medicated samples, 
which many people view as a 
major impediment in efforts 
to lure new customers and 
promote their products. 
Equally discouraging was 
Gov. Brown’s decision to veto 
SB 1127 — a bill designed to 
allow parents to administer 


medical cannabis to their children at 
school. The recent publicity surround- 
ing 5-year-old Santa Rosa girl Brooke 
Adams (who is prone to frequent 
seizures) and her mother, Jana, shone 
a light on the growing need for legisla- 
tion aimed at protecting children who 
rely on medical cannabis. While Brooke 
won her court case last month and now 
attends Village Elementary School, 
Gov. Brown opined that SB 1127 was 
“overly broad” in that it wasn’t specif- 
ically tailored to children who suffer 
from seizures. 

As research continues to uncover a 
myriad of medicinal uses for cannabis, 
it seems clear that a law aimed at pro- 
tecting only a select subset of minors 
with a specific condition would be a 
temporary fix at best. 

It’s also important to emphasize 
that none of these vetoed bills rep- 
resents the final say on the matter. 
Should current Lieutenant Governor — 
and noted cannabis industry support- 
er — Gavin Newsom win his bid for 
governor later this fall, it’s likely that 
revised versions of SB 829 and SB 1127 
will shortly find their way to his desk.

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Reportinga 
dangerous condition 
of public property 


This week’s question comes from a reader in Lark- 
spur, who writes: “The intersection of Bon Air and 
Magnolia in Larkspur is very dangerous. There is a 
lot of construction going on affecting the signage 
and control of the intersection, especially during 
rush hour when lots of cars, bikes and kids going to 
school are present. Someone was already hurt here 
and the city hasn't taken action to reduce or elimi- 
nate the danger. What can I do?” 

Being a lawyer who takes on government entities 
that fail to monitor and correct dangerous condi- 
tions, I know what motivates governments to take 
action: a demand letter from an appropriate stake- 
holder indicating that a lawsuit will be initiated if 
the condition is not corrected. 

A city can be sued for a dangerous condition 
of public property, defined in the California 
Government Code as “a condition of property 
that creates a substantial (as distinguished from 
a minor, trivial or insignificant) risk of injury 
when such property ... is used with due care ina 
manner in which it is reasonably foreseeable that 
it will be used.” Courts have held dangerous con- 
ditions on public property when the property “is 
physically damaged, deteriorated, or defective in 
such a way as to foreseeably endanger those us- 
ing the property itself.” Bonanno v. Cent. Contra 
Costa Transit Auth. (2003). 

Government Code section 835 makes a public 


entity, such as the City of Larkspur, liable for in- 
jury caused by a dangerous condition of its prop- 
erty if the plaintiff establishes the following: 


- -The property was in a dangerous condi- 
tion at the time of the injury 

- -The injury was proximately caused by 
the dangerous condition 

- -The dangerous condition created a rea- 
sonably foreseeable risk of the kind of 
injury which was incurred 

- -And, the injury was either: 

- -Caused by a negligent or wrongful 
act or omission of an employee of the 
public entity within the scope of his em- 
ployment which created the dangerous 
condition or 

- -The public entity had actual or construc- 
tive notice of the dangerous condition 
under Section 835.2 a sufficient time 
prior to the injury to have taken 
measures to protect against the danger- 
ous condition 

¢ Thus, in order to have a viable lawsuit 
and hold the city accountable in the 
unfortunate but likely event of future 
injuries, you have to send the city a letter 
that puts them in actual notice of the 
danger. 


[ have written letters like this before and seen 
change occur promptly. This, because if someone 
does get hurt after the actual notice provided in 
this proposed letter, the City will find it impossi- 
ble to claim lack of notice. The more letters you 
and your neighbors send,shut the greater the 
chance they act with haste.

The configura- 
tion of the intersection, in combination with inade- 
quate traffic control devices, construction, high traffic 
volumes and other factors creates a non-trivial danger 
which poses a substantial likelihood of imminent inju- 
ry or death.

This risk is heightened by the fact that there are 
many children going and coming from school and nu- 
merous bicyclists use this intersection as part of their 
daily commute route. 

Iam informed and believe that there have already 


been several serious injuries which have occurred 
because of the dangerousness of the intersection. As a 
concerned citizen I implore you to undertake prompt 
remedial measures to address this hazard. Save lives 
and taxpayer money by avoiding a tragedy and subse- 
quent lawsuit. 


Please forward a copy of this letter to the persons 
or departments responsible for traffic, pedestrian and 
bicycle safety as well as those responsible for inspect- 
ing, evaluating, maintaining and configuring intersec- 
tions so they are on notice and can act promptly. 


It may be helpful to hold a community town hall on 
intersection safety.

George FitzGerald has never 
seen Denis Villeneuve’s sci-fi film Ar- 
rival, but he anticipates the question as 
soon as the topic comes up. The image 
of an inky circle that graces the cover of 
his 2018 album All That Must Be looks 
similar to a logogram written in “Hep- 
tapod B,” the non-chronological lan- 
guage the aliens teach to Amy Adams in 
the film. 

“You have this fear of treading on 
anyone else’s toes with the things 
you re doing,” FitzGerald tells SF 
Weekly. “When people started saying 
to me it looks like the Arrival thing, 

I was like, ‘Oh no, we just pressed 
thousands of copies of an album and 
put it on Spotify, and it’s exactly the 
same thing as the fucking artwork.’ 
Luckily, it’s not — I can see why it 
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reminds people of that — but I genu- 
inely had no idea.” 

OK, but what if All That Must Be is 
actually a vessel for communicating 
with extraterrestrials, and George 
FitzGerald, London DJ, will actually 
be the human who facilitates first 
contact with another sentient spe- 
cies? 

“That would have been a way cool- 
er answer, wouldn't it?” he says. “It 
was a bit more mundane than that.” 

What aren’t mundane, though, are 
FitzGerald’s expansive songs, which 
would make a good soundtrack for ac- 
celerating to light speed in the mag- 
nificence of outer space. “Burns” in 
particular has already elicited remixes 
from Lane 8, DJ Seinfeld, and Moby 
(who FitzGerald worked with on a 
track called “Like a Motherless Child,” 
an experience he calls a “really special 
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thing”). Then there’s the somber tone 
of “Roll Back,” which could pass for 
an Active Child song. Apart from po- 
tentially cosmic symbolism, another 
recurring motif in FitzGerald’s work 
is the color yellow — his lighting 
leans heavily on that hue, and All That 
Must Be is an assertive goldenrod. 
“It’s not like synesthesia,” he ex- 
plains. “But definitely, when you're 
writing, you have an idea of certain 
colors. There are very definitely 
things when putting together the 
record that you keep coming back to, 
and that bold, slightly fiery yellow I 
had in my head, so we had to use it as 
the principal color for the record.” 
Having just played the Crssd 
Festival in San Diego, FitzGerald vol- 
unteers that this is the first time he’s 
played in the U.S. with a live band, 
just under a year after their first show

in Hoxton, East London. Calling a 
live show and a DJ set “two different 
disciplines,” he agrees that the scene 
migrated back to London from other 
corners of the continent during the 
decade or so that he resided in Berlin. 

“London has big music fluctu- 
ations,” FitzGerald says. “There’s 
always so much happening. It’s hard 
to say if things are up or down, but 
it definitely feels at the moment like 
a lot of people who maybe spent the 
last few years in Berlin are coming 
back. ... London is a great place to 
be.” 

While most acts at Treasure Island 
would doubtless prefer to headline or 
play as the sun goes down, FitzGerald 
is quite content with his early-after- 
noon slot. 

“T looked at that set time and 
thought I'd probably like to play a bit

later, but this is the first time that 
I’ve been there in the States — and 
you spend a whole summer touring 
through Europe and you can have 
the most unexpected thing happen. 
Sometimes, you play at 1 a.m. ona 
stage and think it will be amazing and 
it doesn’t quite fulfill your expecta- 
tions, and sometimes you can be on 
at one in the afternoon and have a 
very similar feeling. At the Melt Fes- 
tival in Berlin, it was like a heat wave 
for Europe, and I thought it would be 
a disaster and five minutes before we 
went on, 5,000 people appeared and 
it was like the highlight of the sum- 


mer for me.”

Pusha T 


Nearly two decades after he and his brother Malice electri- 
fied hip-hop heads and fellow rappers alike as Clipse, Pusha T is having the 
most productive year of his career. While overseeing label operations as the 
president of G.O.0.D. Music, he released his critically praised third solo album 
Daytona, a seven-track tour de force solely produced by close friend Kanye 
West, who chopped the album as if he had fallen in love with hip-hop produc- 
tion all over again. As the only other artist who stayed with West during his en- 
tire stint producing five albums while tucked away on a ranch in Wyoming, 
Pusha was hellbent on not merely working, but working efficiently, operating 
under the principle that releasing anything less than perfect is unacceptable. 

On Daytona, Pusha and West have given listeners a rare hip-hop gem 
that is strikingly relevant for the moment our country is in, yet which 
feels appropriately in place in the larger picture of the genre’s history, a 
definitive instant classic. Even with the expected controversy with West’s 
very public team-Trump political platform — and his brutal, unexpected 
summer beef with Drake — Pusha’s demeanor has remained bold but com- 
posed in the face of newfound media scrutiny. He’s seemingly invincible to 
whatever’s hurled in his direction. On Daytona’s second track, “The Games 
We Play,” Pusha succinctly puts his place in hip-hop into perspective, ex- 
claiming, “This ain’t a wave or phase / ’Cause all that shit fades / This life- 
style’s forever when you made.”

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Courtney 
Barnett Is 

a Millennial 
Courtney Love

Courtney Barnett reached 
adolescence just as AOL Instant Mes- 
senger and ICQ sucked in every teen- 
ager with a home computer and 
dial-up internet. It was an era where 
we muffled the beeping screams of di- 
al-up modems with pillows to talk to 
friends way after lights-out, and it 
changed an entire generation, Barnett 
included. 

“In a way, I feel like it lowered my 
communication skills or something,” 
she told Billboard in August. “It 
made this barrier, this distance. Now 
I hate phone calls and voicemails. 
They make me anxious.” 

A college dropout, the now-30- 
year-old Barnett forwent a tradi- 
tional education to hop in between 
grunge bands while working at a pub 
in her native Australia, texting her- 
self song lyrics while slinging beers. 
She hit musical fame in 2015, after 
the release of her debut album Some- 
times I Sit and Think, and Sometimes 


I Just Sit, and it’s been full-speed 
ahead ever since. 

Her songs are coated in a 1990s 
grunge influence, which Barnett 
doesn’t deny — she’s an open fan 
of Nirvana and Hole. But whereas 
Courtney Love bemoaned the exter- 
nal pressures of Hollywood and the 
celebrity lifestyle, Barnett’s lyrics 
reflect a self-absorption that is be- 
coming more frequently associated 
with a millennial upbringing. “When 
I’m all alone on my own by myself / 
And there ain't another single one 
around / I wanna dig into my guitar, 
bend a blues riff that hangs / Over 
everything,” she laments on “Over 
Everything.” 

Barnett’s success may lie in part 
with her refusal to buy into a celeb- 
rity persona. She doesn’t wear make- 
up — either during interviews or on 
stage. Her outfits generally consist 
of loose T-shirts, jeans, and boots, 
and her brown shaggy hair often 
covers part of her face. And in nearly 
every interview she’s done, the in- 
terviewer mentions her monotonous 
style of speaking, her unpolished 
demeanor, and her frankness with 
her own story. 

That might be central to Barnett’s 
success; it’s not hard to feel like 
you know her, and not just because 
her sound is reminiscent of 1990s 
grunge-rock and riot grrrl shows. 
Her songs mix profound existential 
crises and relationship struggles 
with simple lyrics and catchy cho- 
ruses, and the upbeat tempo keeps 
your head nodding even as she rages 
about a long-distance crush that 
seems to have no resolution. 

“That’s like songwriting in gener- 
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al: People are sharing feelings, and 
when you can connect with them, it 
makes you feel less alone,” she told 
Elle in May. “Then again, it’s also 
hard to know that people are going 
through those same struggles, be- 
cause that’s not fun. But it’s nice to 
know that you're not the only one.” 

Beyond her lyrics, Barnett’s 
whole demeanor feels relatable to a 
set of peers plagued with struggle. “I 
don’t want no nine-to-five / Telling 
me that I’m alive / And ‘Man, you're 
doing well!” she sings on “Are You 
Looking After Yourself?,” rejecting 
the Gen X “work hard” status quo. 
She suffers from constant anxiety 
before shows, a fact she has no 
qualms about hiding, and despite 
her rampant success appears to 
suffer from occasional bouts of self- 
doubt. 

In all, Barnett has become per- 
haps an accidental mouthpiece for 
a generation that rejects the col- 
lege-job-marriage-house-kids path, 
choosing art and love over stability, 
even while being unsure of her abili- 
ty to do so. 

“IT don’t know what I was thinking 
/ T should get a job / I don’t know 
what I was drinking. I should get a 
dog / Should get married, have some 
babies, watch the evening news,” she 
sings. For all of our sakes, let’s hope 
she doesn't.

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Serpentwithfeet 
Is No Performance 
Artist 


Blended with soul and R&B, the 
traditions of the Black gospel 
churches that serpent grew upin 
flourish on his debut album, soil.

The dolls that the musician who per- 
forms under the name serpentwithfeet carries 
onstage are not a schtick. 

He primarily carries them around offstage, 
thinking of them as animate beings. But Josiah 
Wise, who prefers to be called serpent, consid- 
ers it deeply personal — so he’s taking a break 
from sharing that part of himself on stage. 

Much of what he does — the talking to con- 
cert-goers and the improvisational music — he 
considers “honest performance” rooted in the 
musical traditions of his Baltimore childhood 
that doles out vocal might in a spiritual frenzy. 

“They might think it’s performance art,” 
Wise says of his audiences. “What I’m doing 
is the tradition of the Black church. It’s what I 
grew up in.” 

With the release of soil in June, he inten- 
tionally used his operatic voice not in a clas- 
sical manner, but for music that Black people 
could recognize as for them. Although he no 
longer identifies as Christian, serpent’s first 
full-length album digs into the music of his 
musically impressionable religious upbringing 
with the earthy, poetic feel of soul and R&B. 

Though it’s grounded in religious tradition, 
he’s singing about men and relationships in his 
bed and doesn’t necessarily have to change the 
pronouns. Referring to God, serpent simply 





changes “He” to a lowercase “he.” 

“Christian music is very erotic. It’s very sen- 
sual, and I love that about it,” serpent says. “I 
wanted to blur the lines — am I talking about 
God or the man that’s sleeping in my bed?” 

“Cherubim,” a haunting track about devo- 
tion and love with references to “him,” can 
cause such confusion. Although the album 
feels as though a deity channeled it, serpent 
grounds it down to earth with gritty drums. In 
fact, he wanted it to feel like dirt. 

Soil comes two years after the acclaimed EP 
blisters and one year after serpent collaborated 
with Bjork on the remix of “Blissing Me.” A 
notable element of the not-performance-art- 
ist that is serpentwithfeet is in his wardrobe 
expression, which is notably toned down to 
match his essentialist songwriting style. 

The oversize septum piercing remains, but 
largely missing is the glitz expressed through 
corsets, sequins, and massive false eyelashes. 
He points to last year’s tour as a huge shift, in 
which he pushed himself to dress more boldly 
while simultaneously gaining the trust in him- 
self not to need certain garments like three- 
inch heel boots. 

“T don’t know if I was always interested in 
being so flamboyant, but something in me 
knew that in order to achieve what I needed to, 
you have to apply certain things to your body,” 
Wise says. “I hate clothes that take work. I 
don’t have the patience anymore.” 

But stripped away from the sparkles and 
ethereal ornate string arrangements is a singer 
with relationships on his mind. 

“We don’t want to show our more shadowy 
parts, because we think it will be a turn-off,” 
Wise says. “But I’m interested in the shadow.”

Clean follows the 21-year-old's ‘very 
depressing and cool’ experience of 
moving to New York for college in 
indie heartbreak-style.

One of the few ways Sophie Allison’s 
musical age shows is not through the number 
itself, but in the Justin Timberlake “Sexyback 
ringtone she chose as a 12-year-old. 

At age 21, the Nashville native has a full- 
length album, Clean, under the moniker Soc- 
cer Mommy — a name that conjures up the 
image of a suburban middle-aged woman who 
finally has the time to pursue singing. Having 
Allison behind an album’s worth of lo-fi con- 
fessional rock songs is not entirely expected. 

“IT think some people underestimate young 
people,” Allison tells SF Weekly. “But I think 
mostly when people say it about me, they’re 
saying it as a compliment. Hopefully, that 
means I sound mature.” 

Allison started recording songs the sum- 
mer after high school graduation, dubbing 
them on Bandcamp as “chill but kinda sad.” 
Upon emerging as an indie-rock heartbreak 
kid, she left for New York University but soon

fell into a depression, lacking deep friendships 
during her first year. 

Although she considered herself good at 
school and always planned to graduate with a 

egree, she ignored her homework and spent 
most of her time on music instead. Going to 
shows by herself, Allison looked to artists like 
Foxes in Fiction to chart a career path. With 
opportunities to record and tour, taking time 
off school seemed like an easy decision. And 
thus, Clean was born. 

“It very much encapsulates moving toa 
new city for college, having a new life experi- 
ence that can be very depressing and cool and 
nothing’s ever like it,” Allison says. 

It’s easy to see the influences she herself 
cites — Avril Lavigne and Liz Phair, chief 
among them — but the confrontational con- 
fessionals are her own. “Your Dog” fiercely 
demands respect with “I want a love that lets 
me breathe / I’ve been choking on your leash” 
while “Cool” turns up the breeze while admir- 
ing a girl who exhibits similar behavior. 

But for Treasure Island Music Festival, 
she teases playing the dark, angsty “Flaw” 
and“Scorpio Rising” that gives off a surge of 
energetic instrumentals amid self-realization. 

“It’s not the depth of my personality and 
not all the things that have hurt me,” Allison 
says of the full album. “I think it just sums up 
being a 20-year-old.”

One of the more delightful sets 
at Life Is Beautiful belonged to Super- 
organism, a goofy-hip video-art collec- 
tive nominally from London whose 
signature song is “Everybody Wants to 
Be Famous.” Fronted by the performa- 
tively blase Orono Noguchi, Superor- 
ganism has existed for less than two 
years, a YouTube sensation whose 
stage presence is more irresistible 
than polished. 

Counting views as some kind of 
yardstick of aesthetic quality is gener- 
ally foolish, but fellow YouTube stars 
Cigarettes After Sex have almost 10 
times as many as Superorganism — 
and the Brooklyn-by-way-of-El-Paso 
shoegaze trio admits to feeling a 
little mystified as to how exactly that 
happened, nearly a decade after their 
founding. It’s as if they make dream- 
pop that simultaneously contracts 
and dilates time. 

“It’s one of those things where it’s 
in progress for so long and then it 
exploded,” frontman Greg Gonzalez 
tells SF Weekly. “It really did take 
years and years to happen.” 

He speaks in a gravelly register 
that belies the impossibly soft fal- 
setto that characterizes Cigarettes 
After Sex’s vocals, from the 2012 EP 
I. to the 2017 full-length debut, also 
called Cigarettes After Sex. (Gonzalez 
deliberately destroyed everything 
that came before.) A direct descen- 
dant of Slowdive, the band shares a 
similar vibe with Beach House — it- 
self a band whose female lead singer 
is often mistaken for being of a dif- 
ferent gender. 

“Tve been singing since I was little 
and I adopt a singing style based on 
who I was listening to, but I think 
since I mostly loved female singers, I 
started with their voices more often 
— like [Mazzy Star’s] Hope Sandoval 
or Francoise Hardy,’ Gonzalez says. 
“I kind of started taking that tone 
and my voice developed to where it is 
now.” 

Hardy is a fan, having taken the 
band out to dinner twice in Paris, 
experiences Gonzalez remembers 
as “surreal.” He’s also undertaken 
some sleuthing to ascertain exactly 
where Cigarettes After Sex’s virality 
came from after years of getting one 
random email a month from a fan in 
Brazil or Canada. 

“I moved to New York in 2013, 
and two years later, for some reason, 
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‘Nothing’s Gonna Hurt You Baby’ and 
a new single, ‘Affection, seemed to go 
viral at the same time, and it felt like 
there was this word-of-mouth thing 
going on,’ Gonzalez says. “We got 
some kind of feedback loop on You- 
Tube and it just went on from there. 
I even talked to YouTube, and they 
didn’t know what happened, either.” 
He determined that their music 
was on the YouTube homepage in Po- 
land for awhile, but otherwise the ran- 
domness of the internet seems to be 
the ultimate explanation. It’s fitting, 
given the band’s mysterious, ghost-in- 
the-machine aura. Lyrically, the can- 
dor about sex and the apocalypse in- 
termingle with more poetic allusions, 
such as the reference to “Brautigan” on 
the song “Sunsetz.” Gonzalez confirms 
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that that is in fact Richard Brautigan, 
the prolific poet and sometime mem- 
ber of the Diggers who took his own 
life in Bolinas, Calif., in 1984. 

“He found a way to be kind of 
overtly sexual but still make it kind of 
sweet, I thought,” Gonzalez says. “He 
wrote about sex in an open way that 
was also very humorous.” 

Cigarettes After Sex is more than 
just a musical project, as the band’s 
cover art (and Instagram page) consist 
of spectral, black-and-white photog- 
raphy that Gonzalez began adapting 
from other artists’ work once he 
discovered the 1920s high Modernist 
Man Ray. He was after something 
iconic the way Belle and Sebastian 
records are immediately recognizable, 
he says (same goes for a Richard Brau- 
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A Decade of Postcoital Bliss 





tigan book cover). 

“Tt felt perfect with everything that 
I was looking for, a kind of sensual, 
erotic feel and also kind of surreal,” 
he says. “The whole black-and-white 
thing gives it this nostalgic quality 
that I thought was really important. ... 
[just looked for other photographers 
that bore similarities to Man Ray and 
reached out to them.” 

At Treasure Island, Cigarettes 
After Sex has the cusp-of-sunset time 
slot, which works to their advantage, 
since they’re arguably better-suited to 
contemplative (or postcoital) bedroom 
listening than a boisterous mid-af- 
ternoon set. In spite of his deliberate 
nature, Gonzalez is unfazed. 

“The live shows are very much like 
what you hear on the record, because 








we just present what we do in a very 
sure way, he says. 

It’s strange being up against a puls- 
ing EDM act, he adds, but Cigarettes 
After Sex can exert a peculiar power 
over its audiences. 

“The music is very somber in a lot 
of ways, but we've dealt with crowds 
who treat it like it’s very rowdy or 
something. They’re excited and 
pumped up,” Gonzalez says. “It felt 
like we’re bringing that spirit out of 
people — which is great, because it’s 
still pop music. It’s written as pop mu- 
sic, but with a different coat of paint 
on it.”

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\ HIJAB AND THE ORIGINS OF CALIFORNIA’ AAALLLLAALLLLLLAL

She talked about getting death 
threats. She talked about hateful strang- 
ers wanting to harm her children. And 
she talked about “male toxicity” and the 
way it punishes women for being 
women. 

This wasn’t last week’s Brett Kava- 
naugh hearings in Washington, D.C. 
This was last week’s special event at the 
de Young Museum in San Francisco, 
where New York rapper Mona Haydar 
was riffing about her outspokenness, 
and how the simple act of wearing a 
Muslim head scarf — and extolling the 
ways the hijab liberates women — can 
prompt so much hate and anxiety. 

“The whole world suffers from toxic 
patriarchy and masculinity,” Haydar 
told the audience that crowded into 
the first-floor atrium for the museum’s 
Friday night event, which celebrated 
the new exhibit, “Contemporary Mus- 
lim Fashions.” “And what that often 
looks like is a conversation about 
women’s bodies and their clothing — 
and what women should and shouldn't 
wear; and what they can and can’t do 
with their bodies. And a hijab fits per- 
fectly inside that whole conversation.” 

It fits perfectly because the hijab 
is conflated with fears about “Muslim 
takeover of the West” and “women’s 
oppression in Islam” and other reduc- 
tive and sensationalized impressions 
that — whether ironic or not — create 
veils of misunderstanding. These veils 
are self-imposed. “Contemporary Mus- 
lim Fashions” — the first major U.S. 
museum exhibit of its kind — goes 
out of its way to lift those veils of mis- 
understanding at the same time that 
it celebrates the literal veils, scarves, 
and other items Muslim women wear 
in their day-to-day lives. For anyone 
who's never been in a Muslim-major- 
ity country, or never been in a milieu 
where a majority of people are Muslim, 
“Contemporary Muslim Fashions” will 
be a revelation. And an intense expe- 
rience. 

Headscarves are everywhere: on 
the mannequins that flank the exhibit, 
on the women who posed for photos 
and videos that are featured on the de 
Young’s walls, and on many art-goers 
who visit “Contemporary Muslim 
Fashions.” The exhibit showcases im- 
ages of the niqab, which covers every 
part of a woman’s face except her eyes. 
Abayas — loose garments that are like 
cloaks and often obfuscate women’s 


bodies — are also on display. And the 
wall text that follows visitors empha- 
sizes two words: “Modest fashion.” But 
the exhibit makes a point of including 
many mannequins without hijab. Some 
of the plastic models have plunging 
necklines and exposed arms. And the 
exhibit features fashion designs — by 
big Western fashion houses like Chris- 
tian Dior, and relatively small-name 
fashion designers like Izree Kai Haffiz 
who live in Muslim-majority countries 
— that accentuate women’s bodies. In 
a video promoting the exhibit, an at- 
tractive model who’s fashionably (and 
modestly) dressed looks at the camera,

puckers up her red-lipsticked lips, and 
moves to kiss the lens. Hmm. 

Then there's the exhibit’s use of 
Haydar’s Hijabi (Wrap my hijab) video, 
in which a pregnant Haydar parades 
with scores of young, hijab-wearing 
women, who sing, dance, and pose as 
the artist raps in a defiant parlance 
that includes the words, “Even if you 
hate it, I still wrap my hijab” and 
“Make a feminist planet. Women hat- 
ers get banished. Covered up or not, 
don’t ever take us for granted.” 

Muslim fashion isn’t monolithic, 
of course. That goes without saying, 
but it’s a theme that gets repeated 
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in “Contemporary Muslim Fashions” 
at the same time as another theme 
that’s obvious to anyone who's stepped 
foot in countries like Iraq and Jor- 
dan, or who’s been in Muslim circles 
elsewhere: Muslim women have 
choices. Fashion choices, and choices 
of thought. But those choices are com- 
plicated, and perceptions of the subject 
are so intense that nuances about Mus- 
lim fashion get lost, and contradictory 
truths — about patriarchy, politics, co- 
lonialism, racism, Islamophobia, fem- 
inism, and (yes) fashion — are easily 
dismissed in favor of simpler answers. 
One example is the burqini. First 
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Image courtesy of the Fine Arts Museums of San Francisco 
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created in 2003 by Lebanese-Aus- 
tralian designer Aheda Zanetti, the 
swimwear covers the entire body — 
but provides a freedom that allows 

its wearers to swim laps, run along 

a beach, or just relax under a beach 
umbrella. The burqini is stylish and 
comfortable, its users say. But it’s ille- 
gal to wear on select French beaches 
because those cities’ governments have 
banned it — saying the garment is an 
affront to France’s secular character. 
In 2016, then-French Prime Minister 
Manuel Valls supported the prohi- 
bitions, saying, “The burqiniis not a 
new range of swimwear, a fashion. It is 
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the expression of a political project, a 
counter-society, based notably on the 
enslavement of women.” 

The enslavement of women? Not 
at “Contemporary Muslim Fashions,” 
which acknowledges France’s burqini 
ban with archived news footage but 
situates the exhibit’s burgini display 
near an athletics display of Muslim 
women wearing burqini-like clothing. 
This nearby display includes a photo 
of Ibtihaj Muhammad, the U.S. hi- 
jab-wearing fencer who won a bronze 
medal at the 2016 Olympics in Brazil. 
Last year, Nike introduced a hijab 
that’s especially designed for female 
Muslim athletes. 

Last year, Mattel released a hi- 
jab-wearing Barbie that was modeled 
after Ibtihaj Muhammad. “Contempo- 
rary Muslim Fashions” features video 
that shows hijab-wearing skateboard- 
ers, a photo of a hijab-wearing javelin 
thrower in Palestine, a photo of a hi- 
jab-wearing woman doing yoga in pub- 
lic, and a photo of three hijab-wearing 
motorcyclists standing on their bikes 
in a Morocco alleyway, while the exhib- 
it’s accompanying catalogue features 
hijab-wearing professional basketball 
player Indira Kaljo, who was a top 
three-point shooter when she played 
for Tulane University. 

The enslavement of women? To its 
credit, “Contemporary Muslim Fash- 


ions” points out instances where Mus- 
lim women are subjected to oppressive 
fashion rules and other restrictions. 
In Iran, for instance, the ruling clerical 
government has required women to 
wear hijab in public since 1979, when 
the Ayatollah Khomeini came to power 
and instituted strict religious policies. 
A protest movement has recently sur- 
faced in Iran, wherein some women 
have ripped off their headscarves in 
public. Iranian police have arrested 
some demonstrators, with video and 
pictorial accounts reaching a global au- 
dience through social media and media 
reports. Besides acknowledging the 
hijab protests, “Contemporary Muslim 
Fashions” features a 1998 Shirin Ne- 
shat art video, Turbulent, that testifies 
to the hypocritical ways that Iran's 
government clamps down on women. 
In Turbulent, Neshat uses two 
video screens — one of which has an 
Iranian man performing rapturously 
to a full audience, the other of which 
has a woman (Sussan Deyhim) in a 
cloak performing an agonizing and 
impassioned song to an empty theater. 
The man is celebrated, the woman ig- 
nored. Women can’t perform publicly 
in Iran, and Neshat has said Deyhim’s 
performance in Turbulent “is not just 
breaking the rules of social behavior 
[in Iran], as a woman performing or 
singing in a public space, but also 


breaking the rules of music.” 

One question that hangs over the 
exhibit is this: Are Iran’s restrictions — 
and other fashion and gender norms in 
the Muslim world — an indictment of 
Islam or something else? Scholars and 
cultural critics have debated that ques- 
tion long before Max Hollein — who 
directed the Fine Arts Museums of San 
Francisco and now heads New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum — decided the 
de Young should stage “Contemporary 
Muslim Fashions.” As a religion, Islam 
is more than 1,400 years old, and 
claims more than 1.5 billion adherents. 
There are some 50 Muslim-majority 
countries in the world, with the most 
populated country located in Asia: 
Indonesia, with more than 220 million 
practitioners. 

“Contemporary Muslim Fashions” 
features myriad fashion designs from 
across the world, including Asia, and 
including designers whose works could 
easily fit on any Paris or New York 
fashion runway. But Gisue Hariri and 
Mojgan Hariri, the exhibit’s architects 
— the people commissioned to design 
the de Young’s exhibit — made sure 
that every display had elements of the 
Muslim world, whether it’s geometric 
star patterns that are common to 
North Africa or mashrabiya archi- 
tectural patterns that are common 
throughout the Muslim world. 


These elements are also common 
in parts of North and South America, 
thanks to Spaniards who borrowed 
cultural elements from Muslim rule 
in Spain and spread these hybridized 
ideas around the world. Spain even 
brought these ideas to California, 
whose very name stems from Ara- 
bic-influenced Spanish. Spain named 
the state after a queen called Calafia 
from a 16th-century Spanish novel, 
The Adventures of Esplandian. Calafia, 
whose name relates to the Arabic word 
caliph, rules over a magical island in 
the novel. So it’s entirely appropriate 
that “Contemporary Muslim Fashions” 
— an exhibit about hybridized influ- 
ences, and cultural connections that 
unite Muslim women with each other 
and other women around the world 
— is centered at a major California 
institution. 

Gisue Hariri and Mojgan Hariri 
were born in Iran and now reside in 
New York. Haydar was born in Saudi 
Arabia to Syrian parents but also lives 
now in New York. Echoes of the Me 
Too movement were in Haydar’s Friday 
night event. But more than a #MeToo 
event, the night — and the exhibit — 
are rooted in a kind of #MuslimToo 
hashtag, as in, “We’re here, too. We 
have lives that parallel yours.” That’s 
what Haydar was saying as she took 
questions from the audience, anda 


non-Muslim man rose from his seat 
and said this: “When I see a [Muslim] 
woman in a scarf, it says, ‘Stay away.” 

“The scarf isn’t saying that, but 
maybe her body language is — her 
scarf isn’t saying anything,” Haydar 
answered. “If you were to come up and 
say, Hey, I want to talk to you, then I'd 
probably talk to you. A Muslim woman 
who’s in the audience works at Google. 
She’s very busy and very educated. She 
also runs a nonprofit. She might not 
have time to stop and chat. She’s out 
there changing the world. ... So it dif- 
fers from woman to woman, just like it 
does from a non-scarf-wearing woman 
to another non-scarf-wearing woman.” 

The audience applauded. And that’s 
how the night ended. Almost. Haydar 
then left the stage and took a selfie 
with everyone in the room — or, at 
least with those who wanted to em- 
brace her before the camera.

Salesforce Transit Center 


Julie Chang worked on Secret 
Garden for 10 years. That’s 10 years of 
thinking and planning and figuring out 
exactly how she would design the 
20,000-square-foot terrazzo floor of 
the new Salesforce Transit Center. 

That’s a lot of planning — anda 
lot of floor. It’s about the same size as 
a large auditorium or a small football 
field. And, like a busy auditorium or a 
well-used field, the main floor of the 
Salesforce Transit Center welcomes 
scores of people (and their feet). But 
since the people who venture into the 
transit center are only there for a few 
seconds, Chang had to plan for brief 
encounters with commuters rushing 
to and from buses and trains. 

“T hope visitors are transported 
into this garden while they’re going 
about their daily commute, so that 
they can have an open space, where 
they can also just be in the moment,” 
Chang said in a press preview before 
the transit center’s official opening — 
and before the center was closed last 
week because of cracked steel beams. 

When the center reopens, visitors 
will once again be able to step on 


Chang’s flowers, insects, birds, star 
patterns, and other shapes, all of 
which were painstakingly considered. 
Some of them act as de facto direc- 
tionals, pointing people toward east, 
west, north, or south. Chang, a San 
Francisco resident who grew up in 
Orange County as the only daughter 
of Chinese immigrants, sees the cen- 
ter — and San Francisco — as a nex- 
us of diverse cultures. Secret Garden 
is her homage to a city she’s lived in 
for almost 20 years and which is “the 
only place that’s ever felt like home.” 

“To understand my work, it helps 
to understand my background,” she 
said on her preview. “I was raised 
in a white, predominantly affluent, 
conservative community in Orange 
County in the 1980s. [It was] a crash 
course in belonging or not belonging 
— a struggle with alienation. I was 
treated like a foreigner even though 
I was born in this country. Through 
that experience I found a voice and 
purpose that has directed my practice 
as an artist to this day. I’m constantly 
thinking and looking at how iden- 
tities are constructed. How under- 
standing or misunderstanding the 
Other might be resisted, subverted, 
and even reimagined.” 

Because of that approach, Secret 
Garden mixes and matches the in- 
fluences of different cultures, with 
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shapes that borrow from In- 
dian saris, Japanese crests, 
Chinese embroidery, African 
textiles, Islamic tiles, and 
other items. A white Vic- 
torian band weaves its way 
throughout the floor. 

As Chang puts it: “I look 
at the vocabulary of cultural 
hybridity as a way to juxta- 
pose different perspectives 
so we can talk about race, 
class, gender, and the com- 
modification of culture. I 
weave together familiar 
icons that work as a meta- 
phor for a new kind of social 
and political harmony.” 

Commuters who really 
want to understand the 
work will want to read Fran- 
ces Hodgson Burnett’s 1911 
novel, The Secret Garden, 
which inspired Chang to 
name the floor. One passage 
in particular riveted Chang, 
which she read to journalists 
as she stood atop Secret Gar- 
den: “In secret places we can 
think and imagine, we can 
feel angry or sad in peace. 
There is something to be 
said for just being, without 
worrying about offending 
anyone.” JC

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Zero Hour 


Hayes Valley's Doppio Zero isn't the most dazzlingly inventive restaurant, but it’s brisk, competent, and most enjoyable.

The baseball coach on The Bad 
News Bears was more than happy to re- 
ceive 00 as his uniform number, but in 
spite of that inauspicious association, the 
flour of the same name is prized for its 
fine quality and low gluten content, which 
reduces elasticity in the eventual dough. 
“Doppio Zero” technically falls outside the 
one-to-zero range of Italian flours the 
way cranking the knob up to 11 should 
have no effect on volume, but the results 
are unmistakable: This is the source of 
quality pizza and pasta. 

Forming the basis of the month-old 
Hayes Valley restaurant of the same 
name — a successor to the first two 
Doppio Zeros in Mountain View and 
Cupertino — its baby-powder texture 
goes hand-in-glove with a domed oven 
that churns out pulcinella and fungo 
pizzas, its name helpfully spelled out in 
white-on-black mosaic. A fastidiously 
Neapolitan restaurant, it occupies the 
former Caffe Delle Stelle space, a real 
sawdust-wheezer that had occupied 
the well-traveled corner of Gough and 
Hayes since the mid-1990s, when the 
real estate wasn’t quite so sought-after. 
Without a doubt, Doppio Zero is a bet- 
ter fit for the Hayes Valley of today (and 
I say that as a lover of the time-warp 
that is Il Borgo, three blocks west). 

But if you're expecting wine-filled 
languor, think again. Service is briskly 
professional rather than warm, espe- 
cially if you stop in on a night when the 
opera or the symphony are running and 
it’s obvious that Doppio Zero is trying 
to manage a minimum of two turns per 
table. On one visit, we were asked twice 
if we'd decided on a drink before anyone 
had really had a chance to get settled, 
let alone look at the menu. This writer is 
a speed-eater who knows the restaurant 
industry is a volume business, but it is 
simply unpleasant to feel that rushed. 
Unless you're dressed for Tosca, go at an 
off-hour or else mosey on down to Salt 
& Straw for dessert. 

And on the whole, the pastas eclipse 
the pizzas, which tend to suffer from 
the Supreme Paradox. That is to say, 
however spotted and tangy the crust, 
and however flavorful the individual 
ingredients, they’re so often overloaded 
with toppings that the entire central 
section softens and forfeits its chew, 
making the quantity and amount of 
toppings seem inadvisable in hind- 
sight. This is certainly the case with the 
capricciosa, a medley of ham, Italian 
salami, artichokes, mushroom, black 
olives, basil, and flor di latte ($18). It’s 
overblown and limp, and the livelier 
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Burrata 


fungo (wild mushrooms, goat cheese, 
fontina, thyme, truffle oil, and chilies, 
$18) is only marginally less so. If the 
pizza experience for you is all about that 
double-zero, keep it simpler — but by 
the same measure, you can light a fire 
under anything with a few dashes of 
homemade chili oil from the cruet. 

But Doppio Zero’s pastas are terrific 
across the board. The bottarga with 
clams ($20) was truly a marvel, the 
clams coming unfastened from their 
shells at the slightest touch and al den- 
te spaghetti bursting with garlic and 
Italian chilies. There’s cured roe in the 
mix as well, an ingredient you may have 
to squint to see, but there’s a reason 
it plays a walk-on part; a little bit does 
the trick. Only a little less delightful 
was the considerably heartier fettuccine 
wild boar ($18), a mound of feral pasta 
the same shape as the oven and witha 
studiously concentrated flavor. In spite 
of the lamb ragu, a plate of gnocchi 
angello ($19) was mild by comparison, 
but a perfectly rustic $18 beef lasagna 
was the workhorse: hardly pretty to 


look at, but a big ol’ dish you're going to 
need to share. There was a regrettable 
$28 monkfish special one night that 
felt like the fruit of poor planning, as if 
it had just arrived as a bonus with the 
usual seafood order and nobody really 
knew what to do with the poor man’s 
lobster besides roll three chunks of it up 
and drop them in some tomato-cream 
sauce. But it was a one-off. Apart from 
some little signature moves around 

the edges, few things at Doppio Zero 
are wildly imaginative, although the 
execution tends to be both precise and 
comforting. 

A few of the smaller dishes are stel- 
lar, too. Cavolfiore ($10), a warm cau- 
liflower salad with black currants and 
roasted pine nuts, shone underneath 
its dusting of bread crumbs. It would 
have been what the Neapolitan Puritans 
brought to the first Thanksgiving, if Na- 
ples and Puritanism weren't diametri- 
cally at odds. A beautiful portion of bur- 
rata served alongside a caponata-esque 
preparation of eggplant ($12) was also 
lovely, the acid and fat perfectly mea- 
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sured out foils for one another. (Spread 
it on some bread.) Even borderline-ordi- 
nary things like potato croquettes with 
gruyere and parmesan atop a truffle 
fondue ($9) are light and airy without 
feeling like little cannonballs in the 
belly, and a grilled octopus over arugula 
with just a bit of lemon and anchovy 
($16) feels like summer incarnate. 

With some fun red wines at very rea- 
sonable price points, like a Serrapetrona 
Quacquarini for a mere $13, you can 
bounce your way through the pastas 
with aplomb. Better still are drinks 
like the Averna’s Cup, a $13 aperitif 
that’s like an Italian Pimm’s Cup with a 
lengthwise slice of cucumber diagonally 
placed around the inside of the glass 
like a barber pole. Just make sure you 
have enough breathing room to enjoy it 
with adequate time to spare.

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Go Eat This Now: 
Dim Sum at Wing 
Lee Bakery

In the world of dim sum, there 
are two very different realms. There are 
the classic sit-down experiences like be- 
loved places like Yank Sing and Hong 
Kong Lounge I] with food carts, lazy su- 
sans, and infantries of bowtied staff 
members. And then there is the other 
dim sum, the one that’s loud and sweaty, 
where you place your order behind 
steamed glass, and places to sit are a lux- 
ury only for those who show up early. To- 
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day we're taking a trip to the Inner 
Richmond for some of the cheapest and 
downright homiest dim sum in all of San 
Francisco. 

Today, we’re going to Wing Lee 
Bakery. 

On Clement Street and Sixth Ave- 
nue, Wing Lee’s windows are cluttered 
with massive red letters that read 
“Food to go,’ and “$5.99 Lunch Spe- 
cial,” with Peking ducks hanging in 
rows by their necks and dripping into 
pans of pork and chicken. Once you're 
inside, the options can be overwhelm- 
ing, and it’s easy to feel like a kid in the 
proverbial candy store. There are colors 
and textures everywhere, with classics 
like potstickers, har gow, sticky rice 
wrapped in lotus leaves, and about a 
million other little treats you may not 
recognize. 

The beauty of a joint like Wing Lee 
is that it conveys that same feeling of 
any other small neighborhood bakery, 
right down to the sweet aproned bak- 
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ers who probably arrived at 3 a.m. to 
prepare their daily haul. But instead of 
the usual breads and pastries, they’re 
preparing shumai, pork buns, and tur- 
nip cakes. They also have a lovely list of 
sweet options like egg custard, sesame 
balls, and pineapple buns. Everything 
costs about 80 cents to $2, so each 
order is completely customizable and 
no visit is like the last. Just peer over 
the glass barrier, point out whatever 
delicious little morsels look good that 
day, and they'll adorably arrange your 
circular tray like a Kazimir Malevich 
painting. Here’s a little tip: If you ar- 
rive around closing time, odds are that 
you ll get hooked up with a few extra 
dumplings that would’ve otherwise 
ended up in the bin. 

I love a traditional dim sum experi- 
ence as much as the next guy. Sitting 
at a table with friends for hours while 
small carts of delicious, bite-sized Chi- 
nese food is wheeled to your table is a 
deluxe experience. But the Richmond 
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is for walking, and it’s for bouncing 
around from pub to eatery and smell- 
ing the glorious fumes of streets in 
between destinations. Next time you're 
cruising down Clement, I suggest fol- 
lowing your nose.

Even as San Francisco reels from 
the loss of one of its most beloved street- 
food institutions — Virginia Ramos, aka 
the Tamale Lady — foodie incubator La 
Cocina looks to honor the entrepreneurs 
who keep the city’s stomachs full.

(Minnie Bell’s), you have your chance 
because she’s coming to S.F. proper. 

2018 newbies include soul food 
from Pinky & Red’s, Slavic meatballs 
from Katletki, and shallow pans of the 
good stuff from Sonoma’s own Gerard's 
Paella. Nearby bar Third Rail resumes 
its duties as the festival’s official bar 
partner, serving watermelon margari- 
tas and a vodka lemonade with ginger 
and lemongrass. 

Anyone who's tracked this festival 
since its 2009 inception remembers 
how it outgrew its initial Folsom 
Street location almost immediately. 
While that growth is impressive in its 
own right, the more notable aspect is 
the strong representation of women 
and people of color. In spite of rising 
awareness of inequities in the kitch- 
en, women remain relegated to the 
margins at the preponderance of food 
festivals. La Cocina has addressed this 
challenge from the beginning, and 
the 2012 festival served as the “first 
formal sales opportunity” for Bini’s 
Kitchen, which now operates a kiosk 
on Post and Market streets and counts 
15 employees to its name.

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Altering the Act of the Observatory 


After an eight-year hiatus, Austin duo Ghostland Observatory is back with anew album — and more lasers.

“We ran out of steam, dude. We 
hit a wall, and I really was sucked into this 
weird unknown thing, like ‘I don’t know 
what I’m going to do now. But [knew 1 
had to keep creating.” So said vocalist and 
sometime guitarist Aaron Behrens of 
Ghostland Observatory, reflecting on the 
electroclash duo’s extended hiatus. That 
2010-18 quiet period lasted for two entire 
presidential terms — until this year’s 
dark and even spooky album See You 
Later, Simulator. 

Behrens kept himself busy all 
that while with a side project, a more 
straightforward indie-rock act called 
The Midnight Stroll, and spent more 
time with his daughter. But just like 
that, Ghostland Observatory was back. 
From the cosmic-Elvis jive of “Miss 
Abyss” to the Stranger Things arpeggia- 
tion of “Loner,” See You Later, Simulator 
is a sterling record, with just enough 
falsetto-threaded sonic weirdness to 
mark it as a Ghostland project and 
a serve-return between synths and 
danceable beats to ground it in 2018. 
With whispers of Beck and maybe even 
a little Robyn, and more substance than 
any Empire of the Sun record, it’s as if 
the band never left — a sentiment with 
which Behrens agrees in spite of memo- 
ries of all the exhausting, 15-hour days 
when he and bandmate Thomas Ross 
Turner would drive themselves to gigs. 

“Wonderfully, luckily, inexplicably, 
we came back together,” he says, “and 
it’s like we never stopped.” 

Now it’s the Midnight Stroll that’s 
on hiatus, and Behrens isn’t the least 
bit hesitant in admitting that there will 
be yet another Ghostland record after 
this one. In the meantime, their stage 
show, always heavy on lasers and other 
effects, will have a new device for the 
wowing. 

“It’s always going to be lasers,” Beh- 
rens says. “That’s part of the ride. It’s 
not like all of a sudden we're going to do 
Ghostland folk and not do any of that. 
The shows have become such an uplift- 
ing thing for people, and we also have 
this whole new triangle setup which 
creates this prism, and depending on 
what angle you're looking at, you see 
this lighting — and it looks like we’re 
floating in this crazy pyramid. If you 
stand in the middle of it, it makes you 
look like you're in an infinity mirror. 

“T think we’re going to see if we can 
open up a black hole,” he adds. “Maybe 
Stargate or something.” 

Having grown up Episcopalian in 
a largely Catholic and Latino area of 
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Ghostland Observatory 


Central Texas, Behrens claims to have 
a healthy awareness of the power of 
superstition. An arch appreciation of 
the natural world’s awe and mystery 
creeps into his otherwise affable-Texan 
parlance just a little bit. At one point, 
Behrens pauses the interview because a 
repair person has arrived to fix his well, 
“so [can give my child the life force of 
water. 

Turner, Ghostland’s drummer 
and keyboardist — and wearer of the 
high-collared costumes that make him 
look like a magician or a wrestling heel 
or maybe the ambassador from Mars 
Attacks! — agrees that things came to- 
gether “pretty fluidly” in January, when 
they started working on Simulator. 
Whereas in the interim, Behrens dove 
into The Midnight Stroll, Turner got 
deeper into the underground and “the 
things that really turned me on about 
music to begin with,” such as hearing a 
song at a rave and later trying to deter- 
mine what it was the old-fashioned way. 

Regarding the prism of which 
Behrens spoke, Turner adds a sort of 
temporal element to the description: “If 
youre in the crowd, you're in the past, 
on the verge of the present and the 
portal is pushing you toward the future. 
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That’s what the goal was. If we have the 
right bass frequency, and there’s the 
right rotational pull, then maybe we all 
slide through this portal together.” 

There’s always been this frisson of 
sexual danger to a Ghostland Observa- 
tory show, but that’s admittedly pretty 
next-level. So what does the future look 
like? 

“We've been trying it in rehearsal, 
and one of the sound engineers actually 
got stuck. We had to reprogram how to 
get him out of there. So there is a little 
danger,’ Turner says, adding, “He didn’t 
want to talk about what he saw on the 
other side.” 

That’s some heavy shit. But Turner 
claims not to be personally invested in 
the occult. (“T try to keep a low profile 
and just try to be respectful of people 
and be good and try to do goodness,” 
he says. “I’m not that smart of a guy, so 
I don't get involved with stuff I don’t 
know much about.”) Low-profile or not, 
with one more album under their belts, 
the set list has a more room to breathe, 
but Turner insists Ghostland is most 
eager to give hungry fans what they 
want: a few songs from 2005's delete. 
delete.i.eat.meat, a few from 2006's 
Paparazzi Lightning. Their home base of

Austin may have changed tremendously 
since 2010, but the band is still gung- 
ho to entertain, even if everybody who 
shows up at August Hall this Saturday, 
Oct. 6, gets stranded in an interdimen- 
sional vacuum. 

At the same time, Turner is from 
Pecos, Texas, which is near the McDon- 
ald Observatory, a place that should be 
familiar to even casual NPR listeners 
as the source of StarDate, wherein the 
mellifluous Sandy Wood updates us 
with quick hits about what’s doing in 
the universe. Considering the word “ob- 
servatory appears in the band’s name, 
has Turner ever been? 

“I was wearing a McDonald Observa- 
tory T-shirt yesterday!” he says. “I was 
there two months ago, and it’s beauti- 
ful. ... They let my son operate one of 
the old telescopes, and he had all these 
questions that would drive me com- 
pletely nuts, and they were real patient 
and answered them all.”

The NYC band finds inspiration and camaraderie in the frigid air of Upstate New York.

From its inception, Interpol has 
cultivated a modish, ultra-cool look that 
reflects the band’s atmospheric, late- 
night aura of their music. These are the 
guys whose night begins at 2 a.m.,a 
nocturnal proclivity engendered and 
completely intertwined with their 
hometown of New York, a place that, as 
we all know, never sleeps. 

With their black tailored suits 
and dark shades, it seems difficult to 
picture Interpol residing anywhere 
outside of their hometown. Yet, to 
make their sixth album, this year’s 
Marauder, the group decamped to a 
locale miles away both culturally and 
geographically from NYC: Buffalo. 
That wonderful postindustrial city on 
Lake Erie is known more for its rowdy 
football fans, shitty weather, and its 
glorious Art Deco city hall than for 
post-punk chic and avant-garde cul- 
ture. What’s stranger than the group 
trekking hundreds of miles away is 
that they actually enjoyed their time 
in the Snow Belt. 

“We were way the fuck up there 
outside Buffalo, but I think the forced 
isolation of it was fun,” says Paul 
Banks, the vocalist and guitarist for 
Interpol, which plays at the Greek 
Theater in Berkeley on Saturday, Oct. 
6. “The band was hanging out every 
day and cooking for each other — it 
was almost like being on a retreat. 

We didn’t have to deal with any social 
engagements or social life. Our only 


obligation was to make music.” 

That forced isolation came under the 
direction of producer Dave Fridmann, 
a famed head in indie-rock circles who’s 
helmed the knobs for classic albums 
from the Flaming Lips, Mercury Rev, 
and countless others. An Upstate na- 
tive, Fridmann typically requests that 
bands migrate to his neck of the woods 
for an intensive, wholly collaborative 
recording session. 

The experience was a new one for 
Interpol, who, in the past, would take 
turns in the studio recording various 
instrumentation parts for their albums. 
Under Fridmann’s guidance, all three 
members — Banks, guitarist Daniel 
Kessler, and drummer Sam Fogarino — 
were in the same room during nearly 
every element of the recording process. 

“We bonded in a new kind of way,” 
Banks says. “We never go that long 
without seeing each other, but this was 
definitely a new, closer experience for 
us. We just had a really good rapport 
when writing this record and I think 
that shows in the music.” 

Famous for their glacial pacing and 
minimalist output — 2002’s Turn on 
the Bright Lights remains the stan- 
dard-bearer for the sinewy, post-punk 
sound that emerged from early-aughts 
New York — Interpol flipped the 
script for Marauder. The album is full 
of galloping, jaunty tracks that have 
a mischievous feel to them, belying 
the group’s reputation as ultra-serious 
Manhattanites. 

Songs like “If You Really Love 


Nothing” and “The Rover” are cock- 
sure, bouncing creations, impelled by 
buoyant basslines (Banks recorded 

all the bass parts for the album) and 
thumping, downhill drumbeats. The 
group lifts their veil on tongue-in- 
cheek tracks like “Party’s Over,” an 
impish ditty where Banks barks, “Rock 
nr’ roll bitch / lm into it!” This is still 
Interpol, however, so there are plenty 
of tortured, self-immolating tracks, 
such as “Flight of Fancy,” and “It Proba- 
bly Matters.” 

Marauder represents another re- 
warding step forward for Interpol, 
who have been remarkably consistent 
throughout their 20-year career. Unlike 
many of their peers, the band has never 
really embarked on a lengthy hiatus — 
a level of durability even more admira- 
ble given its incongruous origins. While 
Kessler and Banks met first while 
studying abroad in France, Fogarino 
is several years older than them (and 
the band’s original bassist, Carlos Den- 
gler). He essentially joined the group 
on a lark, having had a limited musical 
background. 

When Dengler — perhaps the most 
famous and recognizable member of 
the group — left Interpol in 2010, 
the group tightened ranks and moved 
forward as a trio, avoiding the fate of 
contemporaries like The Strokes, LCD 
Soundsystem, and The Rapture, who all 
endured lengthy periods of inactivity 
or disbanded. 

“When we first started, I knew that 
Sam and Daniel were lifers,” Banks

says. I feel lucky that we haven't run 
out of inspiration or run out of ideas 
or lost interest in working with each 
other, and who knows, maybe that 
wouldn't be the case if we all grew up 
together as best friends.” 

While the three drift in and out of 
New York at this point, Banks (who 
lives in South America for part of the 
year) insists that the Big Apple is still 
their spiritual home. Despite their re- 
cent upstate love affair, they'll always 
be a big city band — a group attracted 
to the grittiness, griminess, and dark 
electric energy of New York. 

“New York is still my favorite city in 
the world,” says Banks. “It is an amaz- 
ing place, I still hail from there, and 
I still proudly consider myself a New 
Yorker.” 

It is always refreshing to hear that, 
despite the breakneck changes hap- 
pening in our nation’s largest city, the 
most New York band of all New York 
bands still considers themselves a New 
York band. And who knows — maybe 
Interpol will be on the vanguard for 
Buffalo’s transformation into a desti- 
nation for artistic inspiration, a la Par- 
is or Milan. Yeah, on second thought, 
probably not — but Buffalo can always 


brag about Marauder.

A traveler at heart, Gregory Alan Isakov’s down-to-earth brand of folk reflects on his life experiences in the many places he 
has called home, yet acommon thread throughout Isakov’s discography is defining what “home” means to him. Born in Jo- 
hannesbur¢g but raised in Philadelphia, Isakov began touring with other bands at age 16, describing music as the only con- 
stant force in his otherwise turbulent life. Eventually relocating to Colorado, Isakov set his sights on performing solo and 
released his debut album Rust Colored Stones in 2003 on his own Suitcase Town Music label. Isakov’s 2013 The Weatherman 
proved to bea landmark album, earning him critical and commercial success, with many listeners comparing his lyricism to 
that of Bob Dylan or Leonard Cohen. In 2016, Isakov collaborated with The Colorado Symphony for a live album that en- 
compassed orchestral versions of his most cherished songs throughout his career. Today, he’s prepping the anticipated re- 
lease of his fourth studio album, Evening Machines, which looks to be a darker and more meditative turn for the musician. 
The album, which comes out this Friday, has the pre-released singles “Caves” and “Chemicals,” both of which are equal parts

It is almost terrifying to believe that London’s exciting new punk trio Dream 
Wife was originally intended to be a temporary performance art project. That 
rare spark which so many artists struggle to find was undeniably there at their 
beginning, something that has since translated Dream Wife into an essential 
group for any rock listener. The trio, comprised of lead vocalist Rakel Mjoll, gui- 
tarist Alice Go, and bassist Bella Podpadec came together in 2015 during their 
time in art school. Having formed as a way to travel abroad, Dream Wife’s 
members knew their project had become something larger than they imagined 
shortly after completing their first DIY tour across Europe and Canada. Their 
2016 debut, EPO1, combines the force of sweet-pop hooks and shrieking guitar 
riffs anchored by Mjoll’s insane vocal talent, which itself has the electrifying 
howls of Karen O and soothing croons of Shirley Manson. This January saw 
the release of Dream Wife’s unanimously acclaimed self-titled debut album, 
which builds off the excellent foundation of their EP, proving themselves as a 
defiant force to be reckoned with in a male-dominated music industry by oblit- 
erating standard genre-expectations. Empowering lyricism combined with an 
irresistible kinetic energy, Dream Wife is a refreshing treasure for modern

Raised on a diet of classical music (from her parents) and’90s R&B (through 
self-discovery), singer-songwriter Alina Baraz is a true natural talent, giving 
listeners delicately produced work complete with flawlessly integrated vocals. 
Born in Cleveland, her earliest artistic influences include Adele and Amy Wine- 
house, and after moving to Los Angeles at 19 to jumpstart her prospective ca- 
reer, Baraz’s talent did not go unnoticed for long. Finding a kindred spirit in the 
multifaceted Danish producer Galimatias, the two released their collaborative 
debut EP Urban Flora in 2015. Its eight tracks are a hazy, colorful journey 
through left field R&B and subdued downtempo flourishes, reminiscent of 
Sade and Portishead. Fast forward three years, and Bataz is hot on the heels of 
her April debut album The Color of You, a minimalistic but elegant collection of 
sultry R&B and soulful electronic beats. Taking a less-is-more approach, Baraz’s 
hypnotic vocals never overpower the instrumentals unnecessarily; instead, she 
finds a harmonious balance with smoothed-out beats that sound perfectly in

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SAVAGE LOVE \ HEARTS AND MINDS

Is it even possible for a couple that stopped having 
sex to start back up again? My girlfriend and I (we're 
both women) have been together for four years, and 
we haven't had sex for two. I thought the sex was 
good before it stopped, but apparently she was going 
through the motions. She’s a sex worker, and it took 
her a while to figure out she was not being present, 
and she wanted to stop having sex with me until she 
could figure out how to change that. I get that and 
respect it. We have an open relationship, so I started 
having more sex with other people. And while it’s 
fun, I do find myself wishing I could have sex with 
someone I actually care about—and I only care about 
her. She says she wants to start having sex with 
me again, but we don't really know how to do that. 
Everything is kind of terrifying and awkward. She 
said it’s hard to go from sex with zero intimacy into 
sex with the intimacy turned up to 11. We're very 
romantic with each other, and there are other forms 
of physical affection like kisses and snuggling, but no 
making out or humping. I love her more than I knew 
I could love a person, and if we never do figure out 
how to have sex together, I'll still stay with her. But 
for two people who are both highly sexual and want 
to have sex with each other, we sure are perplexed at 
how to make this work. 

Sex Or Romance Dilemma 


“Let’s cut to the chase: Yes, it is possible for a 
couple that has stopped having sex to start hav- 
ing it again,” said Dr. Lori Brotto, a clinical psy- 
chologist and a sex researcher at the University of 
British Columbia. 

You ended on a note of despair, SORD, but 
Brotto sees two good reasons for hope: You and 
your girlfriend are completely open and honest 
with each other, and you're committed to staying 
together whether or not the sex resumes. Your 
communication skills and that rock-solid commit- 
ment—neither of you are going anywhere—are 
the bedrock on which you can rebuild your sex 
life. 

“There are two aspects of SORD’s question 
that jump out at me: One, the reference to want- 
ing to be present for sex, and two, the description 
of the situation as terrifying and awkward,” said 
Brotto. “SORD’s girlfriend likely perfected the 
practice of ‘going elsewhere’ during sex while at 
work, which meant that it became almost auto- 
matic for her to do this while having sex in her 
relationship. This is classic mindlessness, and it is 
why mindfulness—the state of full awareness to 
the present moment in a kind and compassionate 
way—may be a tool for her to consider imple- 
menting.” 

Mindfulness is the subject of Brotto’s new 
book, Better Sex Through Mindfulness: How Women 
Can Cultivate Desire. 

“Mindfulness has a long history in Buddhist 
meditation, and it allowed monks to sit with their 
present experience, including pain and suffering, 
for hours or days—or sometimes weeks and 
months,” said Dr. Brotto. “In more recent years, 
mindfulness has been reconceptualized as a tool 
that anyone can use and benefit from. It doesn’t 
rely on having a Buddhist orientation or a cave to 
retreat to.” 

So how does this ancient mindfulness stuff 


work where modern girl-on-girl sex is concerned? 

“The practice is simple,” said Brotto. “It 
involves deliberately paying attention to sensa- 
tions, sounds, and thoughts in the present mo- 
ment—and noticing when the mind gets pulled 
elsewhere and then gently but firmly guiding 
it back. Mindfulness is also about not berating 
yourself for finding it challenging or judging 
yourself for the thoughts you have.” 

In her practice, Dr. Brotto has seen research 
subjects successfully use mindfulness to cultivate 
and/or reignite sexual desire, calm anxiety, and 
relieve the awkwardness and fear that some peo- 
ple experience with sex. 

“Suffice it to say,’ she said, “there is an impres- 
sive body of research that supports the practice of 
mindful sex, and people who otherwise may be- 
lieve that their minds are incapable of staying still 
can effectively learn to fully engage their atten- 
tion to sex and the person(s) with whom they are 
having sex. It doesn’t matter if you are skeptical 
about whether mindfulness works or not—if you 
are willing to learn the skills and apply it to sex, 
you re likely to benefit.” 

And if you’re nervous or scared that it won't 
work or that you'll never reconnect sexually with 
your girlfriend, SORD, Brotto wants you to know 
that those feelings are perfectly normal. 

“The uncertainty surrounding what will hap- 
pen when they try to reintegrate sex can be ter- 
rifying for some couples,” said Brotto. “What if it 
doesn’t work? What if neither of them has desire? 
What if the sex is just plain bad? If SORD and her 
partner are worrying about the anticipated sex, 
or even catastrophizing over it—a jargony term 
meaning they imagine it ending in disaster—that 
can make it damn near impossible to remain in 
the present. The good news is that mindfulness 
can help with the tendency to get lost on the 
thought train.” 

So here’s what you're going to do, SORD: 
Order a copy of Dr. Brotto’s new book and read 
it with your girlfriend. And while you wait for 
the book to arrive, you're going to try a mindful 
touching exercise called “sensate focus.” 

“She will invite her girlfriend to touch her 
from head to toe, minus the genitals, for 15 min- 
utes—without the goal of triggering arousal or 
desire,” said Brotto. “SORD’s role is to pay atten- 
tion to the sensations emerging, and curtail any 
thoughts by redirecting attention to the here and 
now. And relax. After 15 minutes, they switch 
roles so SORD becomes the giver and her girl- 
friend is the receiver. This is not foreplay. It is not 
manual sexual stimulation. It is a mindfulness 
exercise designed to teach a person to remain in 
the present while receiving sensual touch.” 

There are solo mindfulness exercises, SORD, 
and some good, commercially available apps out 
there that can walk you through them. But if your 
goal is reconnecting with your girlfriend, Brot- 
to strongly recommends that you two work on 
mindfulness together. 

“My view is that a couple-based mindfulness 
exercise like sensate focus will get them to their 
goal of mind-blowing, mind-knowing sex,” said 
Brotto.
